Pupils in the primary department will he placed under 
a teacher who will have constant, control of them during 
the school hours. They will be expected to be on hand at 
the opening exercises and remain under her care until the 
close of the school in the evening. 

Students in advanced grades are expected to be more 
mature and to have some idea of how ladies and gentle¬ 
men should act. They will be expected, in a great meas¬ 
ure, to control themselves. They will not be allowed to 
loiter about the streets.hut they may remain at their rooms 
to studv when not needed at school for a recitation. We 
do not forbid the association of boys and girls; but, be¬ 
lieving that the school days of boys ami girls should be 
devoted principally to their studies, we discourage irol- 
ieking and parly-going, and hold that, when these pas¬ 
times become more interesting than school, they should 
be entirely forbidden.

A .young man is teaching school at §25 per month, he 
quits and attends school ten months and then is able to 
secure $30 per month; counting his education and his ef¬ 
forts to he his capital and money worth 6 per cent, what 
was his value in money before attending school, what af¬ 
ter atlending school, and what his gain, provided he cun 
live to use his education for 30 year? 


SOLUTION. 


• • 

The initial value of an annuity of $250 a year.for 30 
years is $3441.21.. The initial value of an annuity of 
$300 a vear for 30 years is $1129.45. Therefore, he was 
worth $3441.21 before attending school, and $4129.45 af 
ter attending school. Deducting the expenses of attend¬ 
ing school ($85) and the salary misled by not teaching 
($250) and you have a clear gain of $353.24.
